A MERCHANT MARINE 


UP TO SHIP BOARD

"Washington, 'Feb., 16.—Facing 
th.3 
task to create a merchant marine that 
will make the United States independ- 
ent o£ the world in moving its exports 
in international commerce and to pro- 
vide a r.aval auxiliary that -will enable 
the warships of the United States, in 
time of war, to be efficient for service 
near and far, the shipping board is 
ready to undertake the solution'of one 
of the most important .problems that 
confront the economic welfare of the 
nation.

BRITISH WAR LOAN

London, England, Feb. 16.—A tre- 
mendous effort was made throughout 
Great Britain today, the last day for 
subscription to the British war loan, 
to bring in every available penny. Al- 
though no figures were made P"l>lic.

of living; the increased cost of sick- 
ness. Many of the staple drugs have 
advanced hundreds of percent since 
1he outbreak of the war and the conse- 
quent shutting off of our drug imports 
from Germany. Some prices, it is true, 
have dropped from the impossible fig- 
ures that prevailed after the outbreak 
of hostilities, and have descended to 
a more normal plane because of tbe 
manufacture of .these articles in this 
country. 
Carbolic acid, for instance, 
which 
cost the druggist IS cents a 
pound 
prior to tbe war, reached a top figure 
of $2.40 o. ."pound, but has now declined 
to SO cents. Codine phosphate, one of 
the principal opium derivatives, for- 
merly cost 52 cents an ounce. One lo- 
cal druggist reported that the last 
shipment he received cost him ?12 an 
ounce. These prices are Indicative of 
the advance that has occurred in near- 
ly all drugs. Castor oil has increased 
100 percent; citric acid, 150 .percent; 
tartar!;: acid, 100 percent; 
powdered 
alum, 400 percent; chlorate of potash, 
300 percent; chloroform, 100 percent; 
morphine and codine, 500 percent 
Quinine has jumped from 16 cents 


an ounce to 65 cents an ounce. Po- 
tassium permaganate, a widely used 
disinfectant, went up from 12 cents a 
pound to $3.10. The fluid extract of 
belladonna, which formerly 
cost but 
11.23 a pound, now costs ?20. Glycer- 
ine increased from 17 cents a pound 
to 70 cents. Iodine has gone up from 
65 cents a pound to $5.68. 
From these figures it is estimated 
that it would cost over eight times as 
much to doctor up a sprained thumb 
with iodine than it did before Europe 
started fighting; a cold is four times 
as expensive as it was in those days, 
and a headache is worth from four to 
five times as much as in 1914.

began, the report shows, there were 
362,354 more births than deaths in 
England and Wales. 
In ffllo the 
excess of births over deaths was only 
252,201. 
There were 64,5.89 fewer 
births and 45,584 more deaths in 1915 
lhan in 1914. 


"The 
reduction in the number of 
births," says the report, "emphasizes 
the importance of saving child life 
and of improving the health of all 
survivors. 
There is> no insuperable 
difficulty in reducing the total deaths 
In childhood to one-half their present 
number. In 1915, 98,477 infants died 


and 
in their first year after

55,607 died at ages one to live "
